New York, July 24.— Property 
loss estimated at $25,000,000 was 
caused early today by a serifs of ter- 
rific explosion of ammunition await 
ing shipment to the Entente Allies 
and stored on Black Tom Island, a 
small strip of land jutting into New 
York Bay off Jersey City. The loss 
of life still was problematical tonight. 
It will no be determined definitely 
until there has been opportunity to 
check up the workmen employed on 
the island and on boats moored 
nearby. 

Two are known to be dead, and at 
least two more are missing. Scores 
of persons wete injured, some of 
their probably fatally. 

The detonations, which were felt 
in five states, began with a continu- 
ous rapid fire of small shells, then 
the blowing up of large quantities of 
dynamite, trinitrotluene and other 
high explosives, followed by the 
bursting of thousands of sharpnel 
shells, which literally showered the 
surrounding country and waters for 
many miles around.

Englehart, Ont , July 30.— Forest 
fires raging in Northern Ontario are 
believed tonight to have resulted in 
the loss of from one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred lives. Scores 
of persons also have been injured, 
and it is feared many of them may 
die. 

Several small towns have been 
wiped out by the flames that have 
been raging for forty-eight hours. 

Reports thus far received show that 
fifty seven perished at Mushka, a 
French Canadian settlement, and 
thirty four at Matheson. 

Cochrane has eighteen dead and 
thirty- four injured; Iroquois Fall has 
fifteen dead and many injured, and 
Ramore, fifteen dead. 

The number killed at Porcupine 
Junction is not known, but the entire 
town was destroyed except the rail- 
road station. 

The death list will be materially 
increased it is feared, by victims in 
outlaying districts. There are ap- 
parently well authenticaled reports 
that many prospectors have been 
trapped at Tashota and Kowash. 
One' farmer and his ten children are 
known to have been burned, while 
Ihe man's wife vainly was seeking aid 
to check the onrushing (lames.

In the presence of several hundred 
of Kentucky's most prominent citizens, 
ground was broken for what Is prob- 
ably the most difficult piece of work 
In construction of the Dixie highway, 
leading from Chicago to Florida. The 
location of thto scene Is the very sum- 
mit of the historic Scaffold Cane Hill, 
a few miles south of the Bite of Berea 
College at Berea and tbe point at 
which the Dixie highway coincides 
with a section of the old Dmulel Boone 
trail. 

It will soon bo up to the atatea of 
Kentucky and Tennessee to furnish 
new sources of petroleum production, 
according to operators who are in 
touch with all the high grade fields 
of the country.

National Forest 
Receipts Exceed all 

Previous Years 

Washington, Julv 31 — Receipts 
from National Forests for the fiscal 
year 1916 reached the high water 
mark of approximately »2,820,000 
according to figures just compiled. 
"I his is $341,000 above the 1915 to- 
tal, which in turn exceeded any pre- 
vious year. Officials say that the 
gain was due to increased demand for 
all classes lof forest products. 

1 here was a decided growth in the 
revenue from all sources, the largest 
being that of ♦203,000 in timber 
sales. Grazing fees showed a gain 
of #77,000. Receipts for water pow- 
er development were over $12,000 
moie than for 19 1 5 Bales of tur- 
pentine privileges and charges for 
special uses were both considerably 
iti_excess of the previous year. 

Officials say that the National For. 
ests are important factors in the pros- 
perity of the regions in which they 
are located, on account of the large 
amounts of timber, range, and other 
resources which they hold available 
for use as needed. Business condi- 
tions are retlected in the receipts of 
the Forests. Consequently the show- 
ing for the past year is regarded as an 
index of increased business activity 
throughout the sections where the 
National Forests are found.
